Mr. E berhart’s offer w’as received 
by Mr. Williams after the latter had 
completed arrangorm nts for a h e ir­ 
ing on a petition for public auction of 
the hotel’s equipment to have been 
held before Mr. Kurtz in York on 
August 26. 
The dates of the public 
sale had been fixed for August 27 and 
28, and Mr. Williams had a force of 
nine men at work in the hotel aa-1 
sembling the personal effects prepara­ 
tory to the auction.
